Although this is a clever adaptation of a common mod- 
ern device, it is no doubt far inferior to the methods of the 
future. Under an over-all engineered plan of operation the 
cities of the Technate will he very different from those of 
the present and garbage removal will probably be entirely 
automatic.

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Vultures of the Peace 



There is a deep suspicion that the Fascist majority of the United Na- 
tions is conspiring to mobilize world opinion against Soviet Russia so as 
to counteract the defeat of Fascist Europe and Asia and eventually to 
involve this country in war with Russia. 



IN 1942 THE military might of European Fas- 
cism was dominant from North Cape to Libya, 
from the Pyrenees to the Caucasus. Today, 
in April 1945, the armed might of European Fas- 
cism, driven back from the Volga, is fighting its 
last stand west of the Oder and west of Vienna 
with the desperation of the hysteria of defeat. The 
Red Army of Soviet Russia since June 22, 1941, 
both in its magnificent fighting retreat back toward 
Leningrad, Moscow, and Voronezh, and at Stalin- 
grad, where the tide turned into the glorious ad- 
vance that is still continuing to wring victory af- 
ter victory from the enemy, announces that it 
has killed and captured 11,400,000 of its Fascist 
foe. The armies of United States, Great Britain 
and France have poured across the Rhine from 
Holland to Switzerland. The armored columns 
of General Eisenhower's armies have plunged 
deep into Germany and some have reached the 
Weser, the last remaining water barrier before 
the Elbe. 

The armies of United States, Great Britain and 
France have encountered only a disorganized 
Germany — no such thing as an actual military 
front of the German Army exists to oppose them 
— only the sporadic opposition of isolated Ger- 
man Army groups in the north and in the South. 
The American, British and French soldiers of 
General Eisenhower's armies have nowhere come 
face to face with a continuous military defense 
of German territory east of the Rhine. The iso- 
lated elements of the Wehrmacht are surrender- 
ing in droves to the soldiers of the American, 



British and French generals. German troops and 
German cities surrender to American GI's by 
telephone. Barely 160 miles separate the Amer- 
ican army from the Russians 30 miles east of 
Berlin. 

Where are the German Panzer corps, the Ger- 
man tanks, the German artillery and the over- 
whelming bulk of the German army? The an- 
swer is that they are massed along the Russian 
front fighting from the Baltic to the Adriatic, pre- 
senting the last and only fighting front that the 
armies of Fascist Europe are presenting to their 
enemies. The day of the military might of Fas- 
cist Europe is drawing to a close as the armies 
of the allies close in for the last assault. The ar- 
mies of European Fascism will be annihilated in 
the greatest military debacle of all time. 

DEATH BEYOND THE FIGHTING FRONT 

The technological weapons of total war have 
spread ruin and devastation halfway around the 
civilized world. In World War I the devastation 
of military conquest was mostly confined to the 
no-man's land between the opposing armies. In 
World War II the airplane, the flying bombs and 
the rockets have carried death and desolation, 
destruction and demolition a thousand miles be- 
yond the fighting front. 

The industrial heart of Europe is comprised of 
that territory which includes eastern France, 
Luxembourg, part of Belgium, Holland, the Saar, 
the Ruhr, the Rhineland, Italy north of the Po, east- 
ern Austria and Czechoslovakia, to its eastern 
frontiers in Polish and German Silesia. From 
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out of this industrial heart of Europe flowed a pro- 
duction of physical wealth that was not only the 
lifeblood of Europe but reached the far corners of 
the earth. Never in the history of man has the dev- 
astation and destruction of the means whereby hu- 
man beings live been carried so far and wide; 
never have so many habitations, public buildings 
and industrial plants been reduced to so much 
rubble. 

The civilization of the world has been torn apart 
in the bloodiest, most devastating struggle of all 
times. This struggle had its immediate beginnings 
in the first Fascist political party propaganda by 
Mussolini and Hitler almost simultaneously in Italy 
and Bavaria in 1919. The opposing combination of 
forces first began to coalesce in the Anglo-French 
partition agreement of December 1917 which cul- 
minated in the erection of the Cordon Sanitaire. 
Historically, this conflict had its beginning 730 
years ago when Pope Innocent III, a spiritual pon- 
tiff, became an international political sovereign and 
declared the Magna Charta null and void, deposed 
King John of England, and appointed Prince Louis 
of France to the English throne, to be followed by 
the formal establishment of the Inguisition in 1230. 

THE HISTORICAL BEGINNING 

This was the historical beginning of the coali- 
tion of forces in western civilization that were fi- 
nally to flower in the Fascist domination of Europe 
in 1942, and these are the forces that will finally 
culminate in a defeat of annihilation in 1945. Euro- 
pean Fascism has staged the last counter-revolution 
in over 700 years of European history. The Bour- 
bons and the clericals, the nobles and the peasants 
have made their last great military effort to rees- 
tablish the Fascism of the Holy Roman Empire. For 
over 700 years the kings and nobles and later busi- 
ness and finance, always with the church at their 
back, have stood as the great preservers of the sta- 
tus guo. They have stood as the bulwark in Euro- 
pean society against social change to maintain 
(heir law and fheir order, and to permit only that 
change which enhanced their economic, political 
and ecclesiastical power. 

The Treaty of Westphalia in 1648 terminated the 
bloody religious battles of the Thirty Years War. 
The Treaty of Westphalia was in actuality only an 
armistice between Rome and the forces of reforma- 
tion that represented social change at that time. 
Hitler as the leader of German Fascism continually 
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screamed for the abrogation of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the Treaty of Westphalia, thereby fer- 
vently proclaiming the historical connection that 
we have delineated here. The Bolshevik Revolution 
of 1917 introduced social change of a new order. 

The forces of reaction and counter-revolution im- 
mediately got under way on the international scene 
to suppress and overthrow this revolutionary up- 
start among the nations, this new harbinger of so- 
cial change. Russia was invaded without a decla- 
ration of war by the armies of Britain, United States, 
France, Italy and Japan, her former allies in World 
War I, and by German armies, her former enemies 
in World War I. Russia was isolated in Europe by 
the erection of' a Cordon Sanitaire around her west- 
ern boundaries. The Cordon Sanitaire were the 
puppet states of Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, Lithu- 
ania, Poland and the territorial subtractions ac- 
cruing to Romania and Turkey. 

It must be borne in mind that the Cordon Sani- 
taire was thought up by the Bourbons and nobility 
of big business and finance of western Europe with 
the spiritual benedictions and support of the Vati- 
can, Fascism first emerged as a political action in 
the Catholic countries of Italy, Rhineland and Ba- 
varia. It is interesting to note that the Roman Cath- 
olic hierarchy under the command of the Vatican 
began preaching a holy crusade against Bolshe- 
vism. Fascism in Europe became the political ac- 
tion first, and later the military action of this holy 
crusade. 

TEMPORARY DEFEAT 

Fascism achieved political control in Italy in Oc- 
tober 1922. In 1923 Hitler's National Socialist 
Party, the Fascist party of Germany, went down to 
temporary defeat in the Beer Hall Putsch of Munich 
of that year. Fascism did not gain control in 
Germany until early 1933 when Von Papen ma- 
neuvered a senile and dying Hindenburg into ap- 
pointing Adolph Hitler Chancellor of the Reich. 
From then on the development of Fascism acceler- 
ated. In 1935, Poland adopted a constitution that 
would permit the creation of a Fascist state. This 
was shortly followed by civil war in Spain under 
the leadership of Francisco Franco and the Falange, 
or the Spanish Fascist party. 

Spanish Fascism led by Francisco Franco and 
supported by the armed forces of Italy and Ger- 
many, which were helped out by the financial and 
material support of the financial Bourbons of 
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France, Great Britain and the United States, ex- 
tinguished the Republic of liberal Spain in 1937. 
Loyalist Spain, the duly elected Government of the 
Spanish people, with over $700 million in gold in its 
treasury, was unable to buy arms or military sup- 
plies with which to defend itself. Of all the nations 
only Russia came to the aid of Loyalist Spain. 
United States, acting contrary to international law, 
in 1936 placed an embargo on the sale of arms and 
military supplies to the Government of the Spanish 
Republic and yet at the same time it permitted 
some of the largest corporations in the United States 
oil industry to become the chief suppliers of fuel to 
Franco's Fascists. 

TRUCKS FOR FRANCO'S FASCISTS 

One of our largest automotive corporations, 
through its subsidiary export corporation, became 
the chief supplier of thousands of trucks and auto- 
motive vehicles to Franco's army while our State 
Department refused to grant an export license for 
the shipment of a Chevrolet sedan from United 
States to Barcelona, Spain (Loyalist), for the stated 
reason that one lonely Chevrolet sedan landed in 
Barcelona could by stretching the imagination be 
converted into a war vehicle. 

It is interesting to note that United States had a 
Presidential election in November 1936. It is also 
interesting to note that Papal Secretary Pacelli vis- 
ited this country and the White House months be- 
fore the National Election and approximately at the 
same time that President Roosevelt declared an em- 
bargo on the sale of arms to Spain. It is again in- 
teresting to note that President Roosevelt and the 
Democratic Party were returned to power in No- 
vember 1936 with the greatest majority vote in the 
history of American politics. Franco's Spain be- 
came firmly established as an ally of all the reac- 
tionaries of the world of international finance, an 
ally of international corporate business and the re- 
ligious internationalism of the Vatican, and a sig- 
natory to the Anti-Comintern Axis Pact of Fascism. 
In 1937 Japan, after completing its occupation of 
Manchuria, attacked China. The annexation of Au- 
stria and the absorption of Czechoslovakia were 
but incidents in the same world pattern of Fascism. 

From 1934 to 1941 international business pro- 
moted, sold, shipped and delivered a continuous 
stream of scrap steel, oil, rubber, copper, nickel, 
lead, zinc, asbestos, cotton, copra, antimony, and 
arsenic to the ports of Japan, Spain, Italy and Ger- 



many. During this period many of the great lead- 
ers of corporate enterprise waxed fat from the prof- 
its of underwriting and supplying the materials for 
the creation of the Fascist war machines of Europe 
and Asia. Fascism in Europe and Asia was cre- 
ated as a worldwide conspiracy by the interna- 
tional clerical hierarchy. It was highly profitable 
business, this international game of supplying the 
sinews of war for the Fascist armies of Europe and 
Asia. It has been even more profitable business 
to produce the sinews of war of United States, Can- 
ada and Great Britain and Lend-Lease for the de- 
feat of the Fascist armies. 

Great Britain and her ally, France, declared war 
on Germany on September 3, 1939, when Fascist 
Germany invaded Poland. France in 1939 was the 
hollow shell of a nation rotten to the core with Fas- 
cist intrigue. The Cagoulard, the Croix de Feu, the 
200 families of France, the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy, the French general staff and the officer 
class, French business, big and little, were all alike 
militant pro-Fascist. One of the great lies perpetu- 
ated by the Fascist press and widely accepted in 
Canada and United States was that French labor 
and French radicals were responsible for the col- 
lapse and downfall of France. Marshall Petain, 
Pierre Laval, Diplomat Peyrouton,' Administrator 
Boisson, Pucheu, and Cardinal Suhard are but a 
few of the more active Fascists and collaborators. 

General Charles de Gaulle heads the Provisional 
Government of France. The De Gaulle leadership, 
while it has constituted a rallying point for military 
action of the French people, sponsored originally 
by Churchill and his Tory conservatives and be- 
latedly by Washington, has yet to prove that it will 
not revert to the Fascism latent in De Gaulle's social 
background. De Gaulle was a staff officer under 
Marshall Petain in the last war and later served 
under General Weygand in Poland as part of the 
French military assistance to the Poles in turning 
back the Bolshevist hordes in 1920. General Charles 
de Gaulle comes out of a family social background 
in France whose members have constituted the bulk 
of the leadership of French Fascism until June 6, 
1944. Only the future will portray the true picture 
but it is safe to say that, if the new France is able 
to stage a revolutionary renaissance and a com- 
plete divorcement from her previous Fascist collab- 
oration, it will be in spite of the leadership of 
De Gaulle and not because of it. It will be be- 
cause new forces will have been generated within 
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the French nation, within the people themselves, 
that will compel De Gaulle and his clique in the 
Provisional Government of France to bow to the 
inevitable or suffer political liquidation. 

Belgian royalty and Belgium's best families sold 
out Belgium to Fascism as slickly as did their 
brethren in France. One must never forget that 
when General Korab, commander of 250,000 vet- 
eran soldiers (not conscripts) of the 9th Corps of the 
French Army, surrendered without a fight to the 
Germans at the Sedan Gap, the end of the Maginot 
Line, the fall of France became inevitable. So too, 
when King Leopold and the Belgian Army surren- 
dered to the Germans a little later, the debacle of 
Dunkirk became inevitable. 

Clerical Fascism had permeated and ideologi- 
cally conquered the national structures of Italy, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, France, Spain, Portugal, Belgium and Ireland 
before the spring of 1939. It had seduced and cor- 
rupted the ruling structures of Romania, Bulgaria, 
Greece, Yugoslavia and Finland at the same time. 
Simultaneously with this achievement it had suc- 
ceeded in winning public favor and approbation 
and open-voiced support from Tory conservatives 
and better business in Great Britain, Canada and 
the United States. It had also succeeded in firmly 
implanting its doctrines and ideological leadership 
in the countries throughout the Latin world, through 
its paid export and subsidizing by its agents of 
business and finance and the trained emissaries 
of the Espana Falange. The Falange permeated 
the Philippines and every Latin- American country 
from the Rio Grande to the Tierra del Fuego. 

AGAINST SOCIAL CHANGE 

In the history of fhe struggles and conflicts of the 
nations of the world, Fascism will have achieved 
the greatest ignominy of all time in that it has per- 
meated more nations with treason, sabotage, mass 
murder and the sadistic torture of millions, all for 
the one purpose of creating a miJifanf hoJy crusade 
for fhe suppression and desfrucfion of social change. 

Within the next few days the last organized mili- 
tary effort of European Fascism will be blotted out 
by the military might of the Allies. The San Fran- 
cisco conference will be staged at the Golden Gate 
on April 25 with all the tinsel trappings of interna- 
tional Hollywood ballyhoo. It will be extolled as 
the great meeting of nations coming together to 



found an organization which will enforce peace 
and security- for all the nations of the world forever 
and forever. Amen! 

The United States State Department, in collab- 
oration with 10 Downing Street, London, with Paris 
and Rome, has succeeded in applying such a vol- 
ume of the whitewash of international absolution 
to the black Fascists of Argentina that they have 
now grown the appropriate halos of good neigh- 
bors and the golden wings of democracy, just in 
time to spread those wings at the San Francisco 
conference, provided of course that Russia doesn't 
object. When all the fighting in Europe is for all 
practical purposes done for, all one has to do to be 
admitted to the United Nations is technically to de- 
clare war on paper against Germany and Japan. 
Last minute efforts are being made to have Italy 
declared a co-belligerent. No doubt Italy will de- 
clare war on Japan and this would entitle the birth- 
place of Fascism to be an honored member with full 
voting rights at the Golden Gate. Spain and Portu- 
gal, it is not too late, for even in the last hour you 
will be able to enter our Father's house, if you too 
cleanse your souls! Of course it logically follows 
that, if Japan were to declare war on Germany and 
Germany were to declare war on Japan, it would 
constitute prima facie evidence of their good inten- 
tions and therefore they too could add their voices 
to the hallelujahs. 

What a conglomeration! Never has there been 
such a collection of international vultures. Let us 
list the nations represented at the San Francisco 
Conference and underline the black vultures of the 
peace:

The Big Four, Great Britain, United States, China 
and Russia, constitute the sponsoring nations for 
the San Francisco Conference. Leaving aside the 
'Johnny-come-lately,' Argentina, there will be nine- 
teen nations from Latin America attending the con- 
ference. Great Britain, France, Canada, Belgium, 
Netherlands, and United States have welcomed Ar- 
gentina back into the official family of nations by 
extending diplomatic recognition which had been 
withdrawn for some time. Argentina has therefore 
technically complied with all of the requirements 
for attending the conference at San Francisco. This 
would make Nation No. 20 from Latin America. 
Mayor LaGuardia of New York and Representative 
Mercantonio have petitioned Washington to have 
Italy declared a co-belligerent and attend at San 
Francisco. 

Even Spain has broken off relations with Japan 
but, leaving Italy, Spain and Portugal out of the con- 
ference guests for the moment, we will pass on and 
include France, Belgium, Luxembourg, and the Phil- 
ippines which, added to our previous twenty, 
brings the total to 24. These 24 nations are Roman 
Catholic in religion and haev been sotellite nations 
in the international orbit of Vatican policy. Of 
these 24 nations only three have been invaded by 

the enemy Belgium, France and the Philippines. 

Fascist infiltration was the chief cause of the down- 
fall of Belgium and France, and a contributing one 
in the Philippines. Only one other of these coun- 
tries, Brazil, has indulged in an active military par- 
ticipation in this war and then with only a token 
contingent of Brazilian troops on the Italian front. 

Great Britain, Canada, Australia, South Africa, 
India, and New Zealand comprise the six votes of 
the British Commonwealth block. The Russian bloc 
includes Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia. The 
United States, China, Norway, Netherlands, Greece 
and Ethiopia are all that are left of the attending 
nations, exclusive of the Mohammedan group. 
What a kettle of fish! 

Great Britain, United States and Russia will be 
the three great military powers of the world upon 
the downfall of Germany and Japan. If the three 
all-powerful conquering lions of the world cannot 



maintain peace and security, then forty jackals that 
rush in at the kill to devour the carcass will not be 
able to create world peace and security. 

World War II is a total war militarily and ideo- 

INTERNA TIONAL DOUBLE CROSS 

logically waged by one set of nations supporting 
one policy against another set of nations support- 
ing another policy. This war is a world conflict 
between two opposing policies. There have been 
and there are only two policies, Rome and Moscow, 
and all participants are allies of one or the other. 
How can you expect anything but an international 
double cross to come of San Francisco when the 
majority of nations invited are allies of the policy 
of Rome? 

The United Nations conference in San Francisco 
has been called for the avowed purpose of having 
the representatives, delegates and advisers of the 
United Nations assembled to confer, discuss, and 
decide upon the design and construction of a per- 
manent peace. The United Nations conference at 
Sun Francisco is not a peace conference. It will 
not fix boundaries and allocate territories; neither 
will it determine any war reparations. It will, how- 
ever, erect on paper an international assembly of 
sovereign nations to be governed in theory by the 
common consensus of the majority; in actuality, to 
be controlled only by the coordinated agreement of 
the Big Three. To put it mildly, if the Big Three 
cannot agree among themselves, all of the lesser 
powers combined could neither prevent disagree- 
ment nor compel agreement. 

The apparent purpose of the United Nations con- 
ference may be described as a laudable ideal in- 
ternationalism but, in spite of this idealism, there 
lurks the deep suspicion supported by incontestable 
evidence that the underlying purpose of the San 
Francisco Conference is a smooth and well laid 
conspiracy of the Fascist majority of the United Na- 
lions to mobilize world opinion against Soviet Rus- 
sia so as to counteract the defeat of Fascist Europe 
and Asia. This conspiracy is perpetrating a state 
of war between this country and Soviet Russia. The 
machinations of the Fascist intriguers within the 
ranks of two of the Big Three have already created 
a dangerous crisis in the relationship between 
United States and Soviet Russia. If these machina- 
tions are permitted to continue, an open breach is 
inevitable in the near future.

IN WORLD War I it was the prevailing practice 
to divide the nations of the world into the simple 
classifications of major and minor powers. A 
major power was generally agreed to be a national 
entity that could in the time of war mobilize an 
armed force of one or more millions as a land 
army in conjunction with a certain degree of naval 
power and sufficient agricultural and industrial pro- 
duction and transportation facilities to supply and 
maintain its armed forces in any military conflict in 
which it might become engaged. 

WITH BANNERS FLYING 

In 1914, Great Britain, France, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Russia, Japan and United States 
constituted the major powers of the world. In 1920 
Austria-hungary had disappeared from the ranks of 
the major powers. Germany, although defeated in 
1918, had retreated with its banners flying, its gen- 
eral staff, officer and cadre units intact and, while 
technically disarmed by the Treaty of Versailles, it 
was nevertheless in the matter of trained personnel, 
population, agricultural production and industrial 
potential classified as a major power. Russia, al- 
though torn by invasion, defeat, civil war, revolu- 
tion and famine, was still too in the category of 
a major power. 

The end of World War / found mosf of fhe major 
powers, victor and vanquished alike, equipped with 
a greater industrial capacity and potential than 
when they entered the war in 1914. 

Now, twenty-seven years later, as World War II 
draws to its close in Europe, let us survey the scene. 
How many powers will remain in the category of 
the major classification when the conflict ceases? 
At the end of World War L Great Britain, France, 
and Italy, the victorious powers, possessed large 
and well trained veteran land armies and naval 
forces. Even vanguished Germany in defeat still 
possessed a competent and formidable military 
force in her land army. Today, in 1945, will the 
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situation at the close of the conflict bear any rela- 
tionship to that of 1918? Where are the 'Grand 
Army' of France, the great military forces of Italy, 
the mighty BEF, and the millions of defeated Ger- 
mans? 

France, defeated and overrun in 1940, had never 
recuperated from a military standpoint in its popu- 
lation growth from its terrific losses of manpower 
in World War I. France in 1940 lost over 2,000,000 
of her armed forces as prisoners of war. These 
prisoners of war have been incarcerated in Ger-. 
many in concentration camps or at slave labor. Be- 
sides the prisoners of war, some 700,000 additional 
numbers of French manhood were drafted as slave 
labor into German work battalions. Five years as a 
prisoner of war or as a slave laborer suffering from 
overwork and malnutrition in a foreign country has 
depleted the normal birthrate of France and it is 
obvious that the death rate of these 2,700,000 
Frenchmen would be greater than that existing in 
peacetime conditions in their native France. It is 
therefore obvious that the effective military poten- 
tial of postwar France is further reduced below that 
of 1939. 

FRANCE NOT IN MAJOR CATEGORY 

It is well to remember here that, when we speak 
of the military power of postwar France, we are 
speaking of the probabilities of creating an armed 
force from the manhood of France. This does not 
include the black Senegalese of French Africa, the 
yellow Tonkinese of French Indo-China, or the pos- ' 
sible colonial conscripts of French Algeria and Mo- 
rocco. France at the end of World War II will be a 
long way from having sufficient military power to 
be classified in the major category. 

The armies of Italy have melted away on the 
plains of Russia, the Balkans, Albania and Africa. 
Defeated Italy will no longer have an armed force 
of sufficient importance to be classified as a mili- 
tary power. The great armies of Fascist Germany 
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are in Russian prison camps or lie buried in Rus- 
sian soil and the lesser remainder have been cap- 
tured by the armies of Great Britain, France and 
United States. Germany in 1945 will have no fight- 
ing army as it did in 1918. Its entire military force 
will have disappeared. Only Britain and Soviet 
Russia of the European major powers will remain 
with armies of any size and in the classification of 
major powers. The Army of Soviet Russia will ex- 
ceed by several times the entire remainder of mili- 
tary armed might in Europe. 

GREAT BRITAIN'S MILITARY STATUS 

Great Britain, like France, was never able to re- 
cover from her military losses of manpower in 
World War I. The total casualties of World War 
II will further impair the military position of Great 
Britain. The question which comes to the fore and 
which the Continent of North America and the 
World must face can be simply put — Will Great 
Britain be a major military power in the Europe of 
tomorrow? Great Britain with 47 million population 
has the high density of population of 495 per square 
mile. Can we expect Great Britain to increase its 
population much beyond its present total? Such 
expectations could only be realized provided the 
British Isles possessed energy, mineral and agri- 
cultural resources great enough not only adequately 
to maintain its existing population but to pro- 
vide for expansion of the future. Prewar Great 
Britain was able to produce only 40 percent of the 
foodstuffs that it consumed. 

Prewar Great Britain in its most productive years 
was able to produce between 240 and 260 million 
tons of coal annually. Great Britain under the 
emergency powers of war, the conscription of labor 
for coal mining, and the help of huge open-pit min- 
ing machinery imported from United States, was 
able to produce only 193 million tons of coal in 
1943. British coal production has declined 9 mil- 
lion tons annually since the start of the war in 1939. 
Britain, which once was the great source of tin for 
the Mediterranean civilization, no longer is a pro- 
ducer. British copper production has long since 
ceased. British iron ore has been in continuous de- 
cline. Great Britain during the war has been min- 
ing iron ore with an Fe content of 23 to 27 percent. 
With such an iron content per ton it would require 
five or more tons of iron ore and a like amount of 
coal to produce a ton of steel. The imperialistic ex- 
pansion of British mercantilism was based on the 



adequate resources, and their availability, of high 
grade steam and coking coal and rich iron ore. 
The tin is gone, the copper is gone, the coal mines 
are going deeper and deeper and farther out and 
under the sea. The iron mines are going deeper, 
and the ore is becoming poorer. Do not misunder- 
stand us; there will always be coal and iron and 
other ores in Great Britain but those ores will lie in 
sweet repose below the 7,000 foot level, the depth 
at which the law of diminishing returns becomes 
the arbiter of a nation's destiny. 

Oil has been discovered and brought into con- 
siderable production in Britain, but the future of 
British oil production can in nowise be viewed as 
rescuing the fuel resource situation of the British 
Isles, because the oil surveys show that the oil 
fields mapped, both actual and potential, by drilling 
and geophysical surveys, are of a minor order of 
productive capacity when viewed in the terms of 
world oil. 

Britain does not produce cotton. British wool 
production is insufficient to meet its internal needs. 
British production of lumber is totally inadequate 
to meet the requirements of British consumption. 
Britain can produce pulp only from imported mate- 
rial. Oil, fats, foods, minerals and other materials 
must be imported into the British Isles. Can Great 
Britain hope to compete in the international mar- 
kets of the world with the ever-increasing costs of 
her declining resources even in the manufacturing 
and fabricating from imported raw materials? 

GREAT BRITAIN'S EXPORTS 

Prewar Great Britain averaged £866 million in 
imports annually and her exports, visible and invis- 
ible, amounted to £826 million; a net loss of £40 
million of imports over exports. Great Britain has 
for a number of years been meeting this annual 
deficit in export-import balances by a reinvestment 
of her capital holdings abroad. Included in the 
£ 826 million annual average prewar export of 
Britain is £478 million of visible physical goods, 
but the figure of £478 million includes £90 million 
of imported foreign material, so the actual net phys- 
ical export of Great Britain in prewar average actu- 
ally is approximately £390 million. 

Keeping these figures of British exports and im- 
ports from the Institute of Statistics at Oxford in 
mind, let us proceed. During this war Great Britain 
has been compelled to sacrifice practically all of 
its investments abroad in order to meet its war pur- 
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chases and to keep exchange balances. Great 
Britain, apart from Lend-Lease and the Mutual Aid 
program of Canada, has gone into debt on a huge 
scale in the world of international balances. It is 
reported that Canada has in its possession within 
the Dominion 2 billion American dollars' worth of 
British currency at current exchange rates. Great 
Britain owes the nations in the bloc currency group 
approximately four billion pounds. Canada is not 
a member of the bloc currency group. 

It is therefore obvious, according to the previ- 
ously stated figures of British net exports of £390 
million a year, that Great Britain is already in hock 
for her total exports tor ten years. Lend-Lease and 
Mutual Aid are not even included in the above 
statement. Great Britain, in order to pay off her 
obligations to the bloc currency group alone and 
to maintain her previous prewar export status, 
would have to increase her postwar exports of net 
physical goods to over £800 million. Has Great 
Britain the resources and the facilities to double 
and more than double her production of physical 
goods for export, and at the same time supply tlie 
reguirements for internal consumption plus national 
rehabilitation? The picture does not provide an 
affirmative answer. 

GESTURES OF FUTILITY 

In the face of the facts of the internal situation 
of the British Isles, Beveridge Plans, Government 
plans for housing, British cooperatives, Conservative 
and Labor legislation alike are but gestures of fu- 
tility. Technocracy would like to recall here that 
its analysis of British conditions written in 1932 is 
being carried forward to its inexorable conclusion 
by the march of events. 

The 120,870 sguare miles of the two islands 
known as Great Britain and Ireland off the coast of 
Europe have been the homeland and the focal 
area from which radiated the naval military en- 
deavors, explorations, and mercantile imperialism 
which have expanded into the British Empire 
around the world. In over four hundred years of 
mercantile imperialism, the British Isles have been 
dependent upon the energy and mineral resources 
of their homeland to provide the means whereby 
Britain could become the great manufacturer, the 
leader in world trade, the great importer of raw 
materials from around the world, and the great ex- 
porter to the markets of the world. 

The transition from an insular island kingdom 



off the coast of Europe to that of the British Empire 
dominating the markets and trade routes of the 
world has been dependent upon the consumption 
of British energy and material resources in ever- 
increasing volume. The British Isles had passed 
their zenith in the consumption of fundamental in- 
dustrial resources prior to the last World War. The 
resource position of the British Isles has been in 
continuous decline for the last century and this po- 
sition is becoming more and more critical as the 
years go by. Britain faces a resource position of 
even more drastic decline in the immediate future. 

TRANSFORMED BY TECHNOLOGY 

The nations of the other areas of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations overseas, which were once 
the dependent colonies of Great Britain and which 
for centuries were the great suppliers of raw mate- 
rials to the British homeland, have been transformed 
by area technology from dependents to superior 
producers and export competitors. Canada, Au- 
stralia, South Africa and India have transformed 
themselves from export agrarian economies to ex- 
port manufacturing economies. These countries are 
far greater in area than the British homeland and 
are more magnificently endowed with energy, min- 
eral and agricultural resources, and climatic range. 

The policy of colonial expansion of mercantile im- 
perialism can maintain the homeland in a dominant 
position only if the colonies larger in area than the 
homeland are operated by human toil and hand 
tools as raw material suppliers at low labor costs 
to the heart of the Empire. When any nation takes 
over a colonial area greater in size than its home- 
land and under the impetus of mercantile exploita- 
tion proceeds to develop that colonial area by the 
introduction of technological production in use at 
home, it will first export capital for investment in 
its colony. This investment of capital in colonial 
expansion will proceed for a number of years, 
reaching a zenith and then falling away. 

As the export capital is invested in the develop- 
ment and creation of capital goods industries in the 
colony, the homeland will prosper with greater ex- 
port trade to the colony. The technological produc- 
tion of the homeland will reguire that the colonial 
area must develop its conversion of energy per 
capita in order to consume the export product of 
the motherland. As the technological facilities of 
the colony are increased, its resources developed 
and its transportation coordinated, it automatically 
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follows that the larger area of the colony will soon 
begin to approach and finally pass the mother 
country in its conversion of energy per capita per 
day. In the moment of its passing, if not before, 
the colony ceases to be a dependent of the mother 
country, and becomes a more virile, more compe- 
tent producer and exporter than the homeland. 

Great Britain has arrived at this position in her 
physical relationship with her dominions overseas. 
The question every subject, or every citizen if you 
like, of the British dominion overseas should face 
squarely is, how long the British dominions over- 
seas can continue to provide the physical resource 
support for the operation of the British Isles. The 
British Isles, if socially reorganized under a techno- 
logical control, can provide a high standard of liv- 
ing for 15 to 20 million total population over an ex- 
tended period. If the British Isles attempt to main- 
tain their present population or to increase it, they 
face a future of decreasing standards of living, ris- 
ing population pressure, and greater poverty which 
can be solved only by the export of Britain's sur- 
plus population overseas. It is with this in mind 
that Technocracy advocates that the Dominion of 
Canada grant immigration preference to 35 million 
British subjects. 

No people in the world are entitled to more re- 
spect and admiration than the people of the British 
Isles have gained through their display of outstand- 
ing fortitude, courage and tenacity in the face of 
national adversity. Unfortunately, however, no na- 
tion, however courageous, can recoup its declining 
resources potential by the morale of its heroic citi- 
zens. Technocracy's analysis must not be inter- 
preted as being in any way an expression of anti- 
pathy or opposition to the people of the British Isles. 
It is an analysis of physical factors presented to in- 
form the people of this Continent, and as a matter 
of concern for the people of a nation who are our 
closest relatives in tradition, blood and language.

WATER OVER THE DAM IS POWER LOST FOREVER 



IT IS estimated that the state of Washington has 
within its borders one fifth of the nation's water- 
power. The accompanying map, issued by the 
City of Seattle, Department of Lighting, shows how 
the waters of Washington's great rivers could be 
used over and over again as they fall to the sea, 
though it does not pretend to cover all of the possi- 
ble dams and power sites in the state. 

With their sources in the eternal snows of the 
great mountain ranges of the West these rivers rep- 
resent an unfailing resource of potential energy 
which we have only to harness and distribute in 
order to increase our living standards to undreamed 
heights. The power is there. It remains to be seen 
whether man will have the good sense to use it to 
the full or whether he will allow political control 
and price considerations to continue their inter- 
ference. 

Every hydro-electric project that fails to use the 
flow of the stream past the dam to the full capacity 
of its generating equipment is failing to that extent 



in the purpose for which it was designed, for water 
once over the dam instead of through the turbines 
is an irrecoverable waste. The February 1945 issue 
of Forrune Magazine states that one million kilo- 
watts of power is being wasted on the Pacific Coast 
because there is no market for it. The power thus 
lost is literally water over the dam — enough to heat 
at least 150,000 homes, which are now consuming 
a minimum of 650,000 tons of coal a year. 

While Washington's water power is publicly 
owned, its distribution of electric service is to a 
great extent still in private hands. (See The North- 
west Technocrat No. 107). These private interests 
naturally are planning ahead for business in the 
postwar period. The big power plants likewise are 
figuring how best to use t h e tremendously in- 
creased capacity that has been built up for the war 
emergency. 

Bonneville Power Administration is only one of 
the many power developments in the Northwest 
which will have surplus power to sell after the war 
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and which are now sponsoring and promoting elec- 
tric house heating. 

The Electrical World for April 28 says: 

The possibility of Jorge surpluses of fiy- 
droelectric power from Bonneville and Cou- 
lee Dam after the war has again stirred an 
interest in electric house heating, which 
nearly always occurs when there are large 
continuing surpluses of hydro-electric 
power. Witness the situation in Tacoma, 
Idaho Power and to a minor degree in many 
other areas in the Pacific Northwest. Bonne- 
ville Power Administration, being the one 
with the surplus power and looking tor the 
market, is sponsoring and aggressively pro- 
moting electric househeating. The utilities, 
recognizing that the problem primarily is 
A FUNCTION OF WHAT BONNEVILLE 
CHARGES FOR ITS POWER, are reported 
to be willing to promote this business IF IT 
CAN BE DONE ON A SOUND BASIS. . . . 
They insist that the rate must be compensa- 
tory, that is, it must cover all the cost of ren- 
dering the service . ... If they are to pro- 
mote electric house heating they will do it 
only on a basis that will insure permanency 

of the rate l/fifizafion equipmenf, which 

of course will largely determine load char- 
acteristics, is of the greatest importance, but 
before engineers worry too much about that 
phase of the problem, they want to make 
sure they can deliver energy at a price the 
user can afford to pay and assure them- 




selves at the same time that they WILL 
NOT LOSE MONEY. (Emphasis supplied.) 

When the development of electric power is con- 
sidered primarily from the business angle many 
different factors enter into the problem which are 
immaterial from the purely service viewpoint and 
which therefore only constitute interference. The 
cost of the extra heavy winter load for house heat- 
ing must be spread so as to equalize the rates 
throughout the year. At best the load is erratic un- 
der present methods of operation, wherefore any 
method that will use power in the off-peak periods 
will have a big advantage over other means of 
utilizing current for heating. 

Mr. L. Lore Wartes, a young consulting engineer 
of Spokane, Washington, has invented such a 
heater, which he calls the 'HeaterVoir.' The Great 
and the near great of the electrical world are flock- 
ing to Spokane to view the first experimental in- 
stallation. 

A letter from Mr. Wartes, dated March 15, states: 

Engineers from the Pullman Co., Boeing's, 
Pacific Car and Foundry, Reynolds Metals, 
TVA, Bonneville, Grand Coulee, Standard 
Oil, Isaacson's Iron Works and several pri- 
vate power companies have either come or 
are enroufe fo loot af the installation. The 
most pleasing comment by two outstanding 
engineers, 'This is the first practical applica- 
tion of electric heating,' and 'Why didn't I 
think of it?' 

Electrical World for April 28 quotes The Illumi- 
nator, employee publication of the Washington 
Water Power Co., which describes the HeaterVoir 
as follows: 

The heater is built in the shape of a 
doughnut. It has a capacity of 700 gal. of 
water but only about 500 gal. were used in 
the experimental installation in Spokane. 
There are positions for eight immersion heat- 
ers of which four units of 5 kw. capacity 

The map shows how the waters of Washington's 
great rivers can be used over and over again as they 
fall to the sea. Besides those indicated there are 
countless other power sites on the smaller streams, 
many of them now in operation. The State as a 
whole is estimated to have 20 percent of the poten- 
tial water power of the nation. Idaho is said to 
have at least another ten percent. Full develop- 
ment of this potential energy will mean a tremen- 
dous increase in our standard of living if price and 
political controls are eliminated. 
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each have been installed. In addition, there 
is a 5 kw. air heater within the center open- 
ing. Total installed heating capacity is thus 
25 kw. The water does not circulate outside 
the boiler. 

Air is drawn through a humidifying filter, 
then passes around germicidal lamps. A 
fan then forces it up through the center 
space of the boiler where it picks up heat 
from fins welded to the boiler. A damper 
at the top of this passage is controlled by a 
thermostat in the living room. When the 
living room calls tor heat a motor opens this 
damper, at the same time starting the fan, 
the 5-kw. air heater, the germicidal lamps 
and the humidity spray. When the room 
thermostat is satisfied it shuts the damper, 
cuts out the fan, heater, spray and lamps. 

Data on operation of the installation dur- 
ing the past winter were taken from watt- 
hour and recording demand meters and 
from a thermometer in the living room, both 
recording instruments. 

Electricity cannot be stored as electricity: it must 
be used at the time it is produced. But electricity 
can be converted into heat and this can be stored 
and used as needed. Electricity has no substance 
and therefore is completely clean. In this thermos- 
bottle type of heating there is no fire hazard be- 
cause there is no fire; and there are no poisonous 
gases as from coal or oil. All the heat is kept 
within the house: none passes up the chimney, and 
the air is not vitiated by being burned. 

HE A TER VOIR IS AUTOMATIC 

Being completely automatic in operation, the 
HeaterVoir can be set to draw current at night 
when the demand is lowest, and to shut it off at 
any predetermined time, or whenever the tank is 
sufficiently hot. Because the air is kept filtered 
and purified and properly conditioned it is neces- 
sary to draw only a nominal amount of fresh air 
from outside to renew the oxygen. In summer the 
heater is readily converted into a cooling system, 
thus helping to spread the power load over a long 
season. 

Most space heaters, either direct or by heat stor- 
age, use the electricity itself to create the heat, and 
of course these can give out no more heat than 
they put in. There is another type, however, which 
draws heat from the outside atmosphere, even in 




THE WARTES HEATERVOIR 



The Wartes HeaterVoir consists) of a large, heav- 
ily insulated tank of water with 8 immersion heat- 
ers. Operation is completely automatic and heat 
flow is controlled by the damper over the center 
opening, which in turn is controlled by a thermostat 
in the living room. All air is filtered, humidified, 
and purified by germicdal lamps.

the coldest weather, and requires electricity only 
for operating the heat pump. This is known as re- 
verse cycle refrigeration. (See 'Heat From Cold' in 
The Northwest Technocrat No. 106). This method 
will be very economical of electricity once a prac- 
tical unit is developed which can be sold as a 
'package job,' according to Electrical World. At 
present this system must be built into the house, 
but it too, is convertible for cooling in the summer. 

Mr. Wartes estimates that 25,000 homes in the 
state of Washington could be heated by electricity 
without increasing the present distribution facilities. 
He states that the load for electrically heating 
25,000 homes through the night would exceed the 
peak load of Washington and Oregon combined 
under peacetime conditions. 'It is not generally 
known,' he says, 'but the total capacity of Grand 
Coulee alone when completed will be six times the 
prewar off peak load of Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho. Bonneville is a flow-of-the-river dam, not a 
storage dam, and its capacity alone is nearly twice 
the off peak prewar load in the Northwest. The 
use of all the waste waters of dams now installed 
on the Columbia River would heat at least 50,000 
homes, and the off peak capacity of Grand Coulee, 
Bonneville, Rock Island, plus the projected Umatilla 
and Foster Creek dams will provide waste power 
sufficient to heat every home in Washington, Ore- 
gon, Idaho and Montana.' 
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It will be seen that the potential power of the 
streams of the great Northwest barely has been 
touched. Full utilization of these, and all of the 
other great and small streams of this mighty Conti- 
nent, would produce an amount of power contem- 
plation of which staggers the imagination. The 
work that could be accomplished with its use is 
limitless. There would be no further need for hu- 
man labor ever again except in a managerial ca- 
pacity, and for further research. 

Yet in spite of this the nation's greatest concern 
for the postwar period is how to provide 60,000,000 
jobs — jobs to keep men and women working and 
toiling! And why? Simply because men always 
have toiled in the past and they can't see anything 
else — except, of course, for those few who are 
clever enough to exploit the system to their own 
individual advantage. The distribution of purchas- 
ing power to the greater portion of the population 
is on the basis of man-hours, even though it is no 
longer possible for men to work enough hours to 
earn enough to buy the products of the machines 
that make their work no longer necessary. Only 
when enough people become educated to the fal- 
lacy of such a system, or when the march of events 
compels a change, will man overcome the sheer 
inertia which binds him to the habit of toil. 

ON A COMPETITIVE BASIS 

All electric rates are competitive with some other 
means of supplying the particular need. In the 
case of electric house heating the competition with 
gas, oil, coal and wood is a very definite factor. 

Says the Electrical World: 

Heaven knows that the electrical industry 
and everyone connected with it wants to 
build load, but when a mass heating job 
like electric house heating with a premium 
fuel is considered, the industry certainly 
should weigh carefully the whole proposi- 
tion before the public appetite is whetted 
too keenly for a service that may be limited 
to only those in the upper income brackets. 
Might it not be better that the energy be 
used to do things that only electricity will 
do so preeminently well? 

Technocracy would be the first to agree with the 
latter suggestion. But Technocracy would go far- 
ther than that and take into consideration the 
most economical use of all the different methods 



of heating over the Continent as a whole — econom- 
ical not from the standpoint of money and profits 
but economical of the physical resources of the en- 
tire Continent, especially those which, like coal, are 
irreplaceable. 

When this Continent is operated as a single unit 
under an over-all designed system, there will be no 
such thing as 'those in the upper income brackets,' 
for we will produce such an abundance of every- 
thing that there will be absolutely no point in dis- 
criminating on the basis of any differential advan- 
tages. This is not a matter of morals — of 'right' or 
'wrong.' When there is more than enough for 
everyone it is too costly in energy to establish and 
maintain differentials. 

GEARED TO SCARCITY 

The Price System is geared to scarcity — can op- 
erate only with scarcity. If waste is necessary to 
maintain scarcity, then there will be as much waste 
as can be managed. But the development of ex- 
traneous energy, through first steam and then elec- 
tricity, harnessed to the machines created by man's 
inventive genius, has made any necessity for scar- 
city on the North American Continent forever a thing 
of the past. North Americans must learn to use the 
abundance they can create, or go down to defeat 
and chaos. To use it they must establish a com- 
plete distribution on a scientific basis forever di- 
vorced from price and profit. 

World War II has compelled the rapid develop- 
ment of power from all possible sources over the 
Continent. When the emergency is over the ca- 
pacity to produce will remain. Price System lead- 
ers have long been searching frantically for ways 
and means of somehow spiriting away the abun- 
dance of supplies that will be left over at war's end, 
so as to maintain that degree of scarcity which is 
essential to their own further operation. They can 
see nothing but the alleged necessity for jobs —

ALL America has thrilled to the unparalleled 
heroism of our Marines fighting on the tiny 
island of Iwo Jima, and on Okinawa. Our 
pride, however, has been tempered with horror over 
the terrible toll in casualties — casualties that, had 
Technocracy's design for Continental Defense been 
in effect in 1941, would never have been incurred. 

Long before the Japanese struck Pearl Harbor 
the United States Government had available for its 
use the plans for a terrible weapon of destruction 
which, had it been built, might have prevented the 
war altogether. It is certain that it would have 
ended the war in a few weeks or perhaps days. 
Yet to this day it still remains unused — while Amer- 
ica's sons die useless, senseless deaths in the jun- 
gle swamps and the islands of the South Pacific. 

THE YEN TO FLY 

Since the early 16th century — perhaps even be- 



fore that — mankind has had a yen to take to the air. 
It was not, however, until a memorable day in 1903 
that five or six persons, sufficiently interested to be 
there, saw Wilbur and Orville Wright raise the first 
heavier-than-air, power-driven flying machine into 
the air and keep it there. It was only for a few 
seconds and it traveled only a few feet, but it 
marked the beginning of the age of flight. Little 
did the Wright Brothers realize that their rickety 
contraption of wood, linen, piano wire and glue 
would, in 40 years, become the instrument of de- 
struction we know today. They would scarcely be 
expected to visualize the super fortress, upon the 
wings of which they could have duplicated their 
first flight with plenty of room to spare, raining 
upon the great cities of the world block busters, 
each weighing more than 12 times as much as their 
whole machine. 
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The few far-sighted men who could see the tre- 
mendous potentialities of this new invention were 
to be laughed at, and persecuted as few have ever 
been — even in the middle ages when witch-burning 
was a favorite sport; yet upon the shoulders of just 
such a few patriotic Americans, led by the mar- 
tyred General Billy Mitchell, was to rest the fate of 
this nation. These were the few who were destined 
to incur the wrath of little minds, too petty to see 
beyond their own self-interest; too blind to see that 
the old ways to which they had been trained were 
obsolete; too busy building personal fortunes to 
consider the welfare of the nation that gave them 
that opportunity. 

These men were to shout their warning and urge 
their pleas for Air Power against the indifference of 
musty minds wrapped in gold braid and the cob- 
webs of tradition. They were to dare the financial 
power of vested interests of their day and suffer 
accordingly. Yet their ideas were to live on, for, in the 
words of Victor Hugo, 'Mightier than armies is an 
idea whose time has come.' The age of flight had 
arrived and Air Power was the crying need of the 
hour, and not all the gold braids in the Navy, nor 
the ancient traditions of the Army, nor the greed of 
business, nor the stupidity of the politician were to 
prevail against it. 

Yet the road was to be hard and long and was 
to lead America to the brink of disaster. We were 
to be saved only by the fortuitous circumstances of 
time and technology — time, bought with the blood 
and lives of American soldiers and marines on Ba- 
taan, Corregidor and Wake Island, and technology, 
developed by American scientists and engineers. 

AN EVIL GENIUS 

From the beginning, the relentless opponents of 
the airplane were the great armament industries of 
Europe and America, dominated by the evil genius 
of Sir Basil Zaharoff. Zaharoff's fortune, one of the 
largest on earth, consisted of stocks held in muni- 
tions plants and heavy industries impartially dis- 
tributed in Germany, England, France and Italy. 
He was undoubtedly the instigator of every war for 
50 years before 1939, and his immense fortune was 
built upon the dead bodies of the millions who died 
in those wars. In fact. Guiles Davenport, World 
War I Veteran and Correspondent, wrote in his bi- 
ography of this sinister figure: 'The gravestones of 
a million men shall be his monument — their dying 
groans, his epitaph.' 




TECHNOCRACY'S FLYING WING BOMBER 

SPECIFICATIONS. Range, 12,000 miles; ceiling, 
35,-40,000 feet, wingspread, 330 feet; speed, over 300 
m.p.h.; bomb load, 50 tons. 

The Flying Wing, super-bomber, could drop 
275,000 tons of bombs in one single raid of 5,500 
planes! It could fly from North America to any for- 
eign battle field and return without landing. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at that an inven- 
tion which threatened to revolutionize warfare was 
to cause Mr. Zaharoff grave concern. Here was a 
means whereby his choicest munition plants could 
be bombed into rubble, and so he used every 
means at his command to sabotage the develop- 
ment of aviation. How well he succeeded was re- 
vealed in World War I when, although we spent 
one billion, six hundred million dollars for aircraft, 
only 196 planes were received by the American 
Air Force in France. 

It is a well-established fact, supported by docu- 
mentary evidence, that no munition plants in either 
France or Germany were bombed during that war 
and that every effort was made by the French Mili- 
tary Command to frustrate General Pershing in his 
plans to attack the St. Mihiel Salient and thus open 
the way for an invasion of the Briey Iron Basin 
from which Germany obtained her supply of arma- 
ments and munitions. Only by threatening to pack 
up and go home was Pershing able to force the co- 
operation of the French and British authorities. As 
a result of Pershing's insistence, a force of 1300 
British and French planes was added to his few 
'Flying Coffins' and, under the command of Gen- 
eral Billy Mitchell, for the first time in the war the 
Briey Basin received a pasting from the air. The 
offensive which followed, as we all know, resulted 
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in the crumbling of the German Army and the end 
of the war. 

How long the war would have continued had 
Pershing not been in a position to enforce his de- 
mands, we can only speculate. Evidence later un- 
covered by H. L. Scaife, an agent for the Depart- 
ment of Justice, showed conclusively how thor- 
oughly Zaharoff had dominated and sabotaged the 
aviation industry in America. During the years 
that followed the armistice and the signing of the 
peace treaty, the only hope the aircraft companies 
in the United States had of selling their wares was 
to foreign countries. Germany and Japan, guick to 
see the advantages of this new weapon of warfare, 
went all-out for air power. Germany, restricted as 
to military aviation by the terms of the Versailles 
Treaty, nevertheless built up the world's greatest 
air fleet under the guise of commercial air lines. 
Japan financed two of the smaller American com- 
panies and bought their products. Her agents, con- 
stantly on the lookout, bought up every new type 
of plane that offered any possibilities in warfare 
and copied them in her own plants. To Japan and 
Germany went America's raw materials and ma- 
chine tools, and war industries in those countries 
hummed with activity. 

Meanwhile, America's Prophet of Air Power, Gen- 
eral Billy Mitchell, carried on his campaign against 
seemingly insurmountable odds. Everywhere he 
met the same heartbreaking apathy or outright 
antagonism. A few planes were bought but the 
whole theory of air power was dismissed by the 
brass hats in Washington as wholly unnecessary, 
and the airplane was relegated to the position of 
an auxiliary weapon for the Army and Navy. 

But the tragic day of reckoning was fast ap- 
proaching. How clearly Mitchell foresaw approach- 
ing events is revealed in this prophesy made shortly 
before his death in 1936: 

If the President can be made to see that 
the trouble will start with Japan perhaps 
we'll have more planes in the Philippines 
and Hawaii. For years he's had the idea 
that a war in the Far East would be imprac- 
ticable and that an attack upon us by Japan 
is inconceivable. That's Navy thinking . The 
Japanese will not politely declare war. They 
are treacherous and will stop at nothing. 
Hawaii, lor instance, is vulnerable horn the 
sky. It is wide open to Japan. Yet we bring 
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our Navy in at Pearl Harbor and lock it up 
every Saturday night so that the sailors can 
spend their week's pay to please the mer- 
chants and politicians who have arranged 
that routine because they think it's good for 
business. And Hawaii is swarming with 
Japanese spies. As I have said before, 
that's where the blow will be struck — ON A 
FINE, QUIET SUNDAY MORNING." 

And on a fine, quiet Sunday morning, Dec. 
7, 1941, five years after this prediction, the blow 
was struck. In 110 minutes 105 Japanese planes 
sent a hail of bombs on Pearl Harbor, and when it 
was all over 25 percent of our fleet had been de- 
stroyed and our air force — all 475 planes of it — had 
been reduced to burning wreckage. In our com- 
placency and conceit we had ignored the repeated 
warning of the greatest airman America has ever 
had; we had refused to believe the evidence before 
our eyes in the flaming skies of Europe and now 
we were to pay the price. From that black day of 
Pearl Harbor to the holocaust of Iwo Jima and Oki- 
nawa — and beyond — how far beyond we do not 
know — the price was to be high in American lives. 
The road can be short or it can be long, according 
fers the long road — it is more profitable. Science 
and technology can make the road short. Which 
do you prefer? 

BUSINESS INTERESTS ANTAGONISTIC 

In his day Billy Mitchell met his opposition from 
business interests and political indifference — not 
from the American people, the majority of whom 
favored a large and powerful air force. Today, 
Technocracy meets its opposition from the same 
source — and for the same reasons. There would be 
no profit in the adoption of Technocracy's proposals 
— but there wouid be quick victory. Long before 
Pearl Harbor Technocracy was urging the construc- 
tion of Flying Wing Bombers for Continental de- 
fense. Technocracy is sfiJJ urging their construc- 
tion — to carry the war to the homeland of the 
enemy with devastating force. Technocracy is not 
interested in the old-fashioned army and navy tac- 
tics which are being demonstrated in our 'island 
hopping' journey toward Tokyo. Such tactics are 
the hoary, time-honored methods of conducting war- 
fare, and belong to the dead past. Today's meth- 
ods are technological and Technocracy is interested 
in a quick, smashing, technological victory over 
our enemies. This can easily be accomplished 
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through the use of the Flying Wing Super-Bombers, 
the design for which is available at any time to the 
United States Government. Why, then, is it not be- 
ing constructed? Part of the answer can be found 
in an article in the September 1944 issue of 'West- 
ern Flying,' which says: 

A folder issued by the 'Continental Head- 
quarters' of Technocracy Inc. bears the ar- 
resting title, 'Flying Wings for A Continen- 
tal Offensive.' In it there is contained the 
interesting information that Technocracy has 
designed a Flying Wing Bomber capable of 
carrying a 50-ton bomb load at a 6000 mile 
radius of action. We learned that 'no rivets 
or hand methods would enter into its con- 
struction.' That it 'is designed for techno- 
logical mass production, utilizing plastics to 
a great extent,' and that its wing span is 
330 feet. The Technocrats readily admit that 
such planes could not be produced by meth- 
ods used in the aviation industry today but 
promise that once the production lines are 
built they will roll off at an unprecedented 
rate. It is superfluous to point out to read- 
ers in the aviation industry that ideas like 
this are. anything but double talk. It is per- 
tinent, however, to call attention to the fact 
that the organization is using implied criti- 
cism of the aviation industry to further its 
cause. The inference throughout is that air- 
craft production and design are stumbling 
along in a pretty primitive fashion. Such ir- 
responsible exploitation of aeronautical 
themes can do aviation no good and, if 
widely enough disseminated, could result in 
real harm. It represents a tendency which 
should be checked. 

Billy Mitchell's ideas also represented a 'tend- 
ency which should be checked,' and the powers 
for whom 'Western Flying' is so concerned 
checked him. Yes, indeed, if these ideas of Tech- 
nocracy are 'widely enough disseminated' they can 
certainly do harm — to those whose interests lie in 
keeping the aviation industry as it is today. 

Such a bomber as Technocracy proposes, while 
it would result in a guick and conclusive victory, 
would, at the same time, render obsolete all pres- 
ent types of bombing planes. We might point out 
in passing that 65 percent of the space in this 180 
page magazine is devoted to advertising. Is it any 



wonder that the editors are concerned about a 
bomber that would put its advertisers out of busi- 
ness? Yet here is the type of weapon necessary 
to win a technological war. 

Sooner or later the march of events will compel 
the adoption of such a weapon just as they com- 
pelled the adoption of Billy Mitchell's ideas for a 
powerful air force. With Flying Wings the Pacific 
Islands would not be necessary as fighter bases. 
The Flying Wing would need no fighter escort.

BETTER BELLS 

An interesting change in the nature of so-called "aid to 
navigation" bells, necessitated by the war-time shortage, 
will radically change bell metallurgy postwar. These navi- 
gation bells are made by the United States Coast Guard 
and are used by the navies of all the United Nations. Weigh- 
ing from 225 to 1000 pounds, the bells were formerly made 
of a 20 percent tin bronze. To save tin the Coast Guard 
in 1942 began making bells of silicon bronze containing neg- 
ligible amounts of tin. Not only did the new composition 
save 200 pounds of tin per 1000-pound bell, but it also re- 
duced the cost of the bells about 10 cents per pound. 

The silicon bronze bells ring in C sharp concert pitch 
instead of the conventional D of the tin bronze bell metal. 
One of the most important improvements is an increase in 
tensile strength from 28,000 pounds per square inch for the 
old bell metal to 45,000 pounds per square inch for the new. 
The new bells have not been known to crack whereas the 
old bells had a high failure rate. 
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14,500 TRACTORS TO BE SENT TO EUROPE 

WASHINGTON, June 16.— The liberated nations of 
Europe are being supplied with 14,500 farm tractors to help 
them raise as much of their own food this year as possible, 
the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion announced tonight. — Seattle Times. 

LOW PRICES CAUSE PORK DESTRUCTION 

ANCHORAGE, June 1— (AP)— I. M. C. Anderson, Alaska 
represenative of the Federal Farm Security Administration, 
said today pork prices were too low and Alaska farmers are 
starting to destroy 200 tons of meat slated for marketing 
this year. 

He said farmers have requested a federal packers' sub- 
sidy for Alaska similar to that in effect in the States. 

VETERANS MAY HURT BUSINESS— WALLACE 

WASHINGTON, May 30. — ( AP) — Secretary of Commerce 
Wallace said today he believed it would foe "unfortunate" 
if more than 500,000 war veterans decided to establish new 
businesses. 

Wallace also told a congressional committee he believed 
repeal of the excess-profits tax should not be automatic 
with the war's end, but should await the passing of post- 
war-inflation dangers. Wallace said chaos might result if 
veterans start their own businesses in such numbers that 
productive and distribution fields become overpopulated and 
financial risks mount with growing competition. 

C. C. C. URGED FOR VETS 

PORTLAND, Ore., June 28— (AP)— Reestablishment of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps to rehabilitate veterans un- 
able to find jobs or uncertain of future plans was recom- 
mended here yesterday by the Oregon Department, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 

WHEAT DUMPED; LACK BOXCARS 

KANSAS CITY, June 10.— (AP)— They're dumping that 
new wheat crop on the ground, just as farmers and grain- 
men in this midwest breadbasket country predicted if some- 
thing wasn't done about boxcars to move grain from glutted 
country elevators. 

Combines started rolling this week in southern Okla- 
homa and with only a fraction of the golden crop cut, har- 
vest crews already have begun dumping wheat in the fields. 

In Kansas, oenter of the wheat belt, the harvest isn't 
even under way. When it starts in a week or so, grainmen 
see even a more critical situation with a prospective crop 
of anywhere from 165 million to 200 million bushels to be 
added to already crowded elevators. 

The dumping was at El Dorado, Okla., Saturday, when 
four elevators turned away loaded wheat trucks because 
they couldn't store the grain and couldn't get rolling stock 
to move it out to terminal markets. 



WAR WORKERS SHUN FARM JOBS 

SAN FRANCISCO 1 , June 13. — California farms and can- 
neries claim they are short more than a million workers and 
have been counting on cutbacks and layoffs in war plants 
to fill the void. The indications, however, are that they are 
going to be disappointed. 

Manpower officials have learned that former war work- 
ers don't want to go into the fields, orchards and canner- 
ies — not because they don't like the work, but because the 
wages offered are so much lower than the pay to which 
they have become accustomed. 

Many of the men and women who have been building 
warships, airplanes, and other war materials were, just a 
few years ago, among the despised "Oakies" dramatized in 
John Steinbeck's book, "Grapes of Wrath." 

These workers still remember how they were kicked from 
pillar to post, beaten and robbed, and have no desire to re- 
peat the experience unless forced to do so by sheer ne- 
cessity. 

Another stumbling block in the way of recruiting farm 
workers is the brutal record of the "Associated Farmers" 
and other anti-labor organizations which have endeavored 
to establish farm conditions bordering on peonage. 

If expected bumper crops are to be harvested and canned, 
manpower officials declare, it will be necessary to fall back 
heavily on labor imported from Mexico and Jamaica, and 
war (prisoners. — Labor. 

250,000 LAMBS MAY BE WASTED 

PORTLAND, June 14.— (AP)— At least 250,000 lambs are 
ready for market in the Northwest, but unless OPA restric- 
tions are withdrawn they will be wasted, R. L. Clark, secre- 
tary of the Portland Livestock Exchange, declared today. 

"If OPA restrictions are not withdrawn these lambs will 
be wasted just as they have for the last two years," Clark 
said. 

'GAS' ENGINE, MINUS VALVES, ETC., PATENTED 

RICHMOND, Va., May 23— (AP)— A new type of gaso- 
line-driven engine, which eliminates all valves, connecting 
rods and cranks has been invented by a former Virginia 
man. 

The patent, granted at Richmond to J. Bruce Stewart, 
St. Louis engineer, is for an engine with only three moving 
parts, which Stewart says operates "efficiently at either 
high or low speeds, can be made in large or small capaci- 
ties, and weighs less and occupies less space than conven- 
tional types." 

Stewart said the engine could operate on cheaper grades 
of fuel and that the manufacturing costs would be reduced 
because "all component parts are easily made, and are of 
such construction that the manufacturers already have had 
production experience." 

The principle embodied in the patent is a result of 
mathematical calculations in a study of physics. 
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An Open Letter 



AN OPEN letter sent by the Publications Com- 
mittee of Section 1, R. D. 12137, Technocracy 
Inc. to D. A. Weir, Editor of the SoJano Re- 
publican, Fairfield, California: 

Dear Sir: 

We are in receipt of our business reply card 
(urging Total Conscription for the duration and six 
months thereafter) which you returned to us some 
time ago, and note that you wrote the following 
statement across the top of the card:

On the 
basis of its membership gualifications, organiza-

'Total Conscription mobilizes not only 
men and women, but wealth and economic 
power; Total Conscription submerges spe- 
cial privilege to make it one for all and all 
for one; Total Conscription will express the 
historic democracy of Canada and United 
States by enrollment of the people and the 
national resources under designed direction 
of trained skill. 

'The moment that any fascist country in- 
stalls Total Conscription — of Machines, Ma- 
teriel, and Money, besides its Men — it will 
destroy its own fascist ideology and opera- 
tions, for fascism is the consolidation of a 
business oligarchy, an ecciesiasficai oligar- 
chy, and a poJificaJ oligarchy to preserve 
the status quo. No fascist nation dares to 
place all its citizens on the same basis. 

'The difference between fascism and 
America's way of life is not merely a dif- 
ference in ideology. It is a basic difference 
in the method of social operations. In all 
fascist countries, including Germany, phys- 
ical wealth is produced chiefly by human 
toil and hand tools, while in United States 
and Canada physical wealth is produced 
chiefly by technological processes using ex- 
traneous energy, (extraneous energy is en- 
ergy other than human energy). 

'Total Conscription is North American; it 
is based on North America's technological 
methods of production. The great array of 
America's technology and its enormous pro- 
ductiveness — this enormous magnitude — not 
only make a designed direction possible; 
they demand such a designed direction. We 
cannot operate the complexity of our tech- 
nological society either by the haphazard 
methods of private enterprise or by the dic- 
tates of a fascist feuhrer.' 
Over the four years that Technocracy has been 
advocating Total Conscription the record shows that 
the average person is in favor of any Constitutional 
and orderly arrangement of our national operations 
if such an arrangement will win the war and if 
everybody else is in it too! The people of North

It is interesting to note that the pattern of this 
press attack in which the officers of Technocracy 
were personally libelled ran through hundreds of 
column-inches of newspaper space with a striking 
similarity. In all of these stories Technocracy was 
played up as a mysterious organization with a 
mysterious source of funds, and a dark mysterious 
program. The nationally important story of Total 
Conscription was deliberately played down or not 
even mentioned at all. 

After two months the campaign of vilification 
suddenly and completely ceased. The press gave 
up. Total Conscription carried on, and amongst 
the thousands of letters on the subject received by 
Technocracy Headquarters clear across the country, 
less than Vz of one percent have been opposed to 
Total Conscription! 

Technocracy's only program, Mr. Weir, is its Vic- 
tory program of Total Conscription. Technocracy 
has no other function or objective except the defeat 
of America's fascist enemies at home and abroad, 
and suggests that all other American and Canadian 
organizations do likewise. Americans can have no 
other interest, no other program, except winning 
the war and the peace for North America. 

Since a copy of this letter is being released to 
all newspapers throughout the North American 
Continent, and since Technocracy's position on 
America's war and postwar operations is fully doc- 
umented in Technocracy's official literature, this 
Committee requests that you give us a statement, 
editorially or otherwise, setting forth your position 
and your answer to the two highly pertinent ques- 
tions below: 

a. Do you know of any plan, other than 
Technocracy's program of Total Conscrip- 
tion, that would conduct the war and 
postwar operations of United States and 
Canada WITHOUT new debt, inflation, 
black markets, unemployment, racketeer- 
ing, and profits? 

b. Can you give us any reason why every 
American citizen, including yourself, dur- 
ing this great national emergency, should 
not demand to serve on the same basis 
as the men and women in the Armed 
Forces — National Service from All and 
Profits to None? 

We await your early reply to the above, Mr. 
Weir, and will be glad to answer any questions 
that are not covered by the enclosed pamphlet, 
'Total Conscription, Your Questions Answered.'

An all-plastic "heat-tempered" tire has been announced 
by the Firestone Tire and Rubber Co. According- to labo- 
ratory reports, the tire runs ccoler than ordinary tires, with- 
stands twice the heat natural rubber develops at high 
speeds, does not crack or check in sunlight, and unlike rub- 
ber tires is insoluble in gasoline or oil.— Rubber Age. 

ELIMINATES CARBON PAPER 

Muss, fuss, and time may be saved in thousands of of- 
fices and places of business where carbon paper Is used 
when a newly patented paper sandwich consisting cf two 
gelatin or cellulose sheets with a layer of thick, colored 
liquid between comes into use. When the point of a pencil, 
typewriter type or other printing instrument strikes the pa- 
per sandwich the gelatin o~ cellulose sheet on the back 
side of the sandwich is ruptured releasing the thick colored 
liquid onto the undersheet, producing' a localized stain in 
the shape and size of the mark made by the pencil or type.

STERILE BOTTLES 

Visible proof that the contents of a particular bottle 
have been sterilized after the seal was applied is offered by 
a new type of cellulose band adapted to seal various types 
of containers. The band is colored with a dye which 
changes color when it has been heated to sterilizing tem- 
perature. A dark green seal may, in one type now offered, 
change to orange when it has been heated to a temperature 
high enough to sterilize the container's contents. Originally 
proposed as a method of preventing the drawing of blood 
for transfusion into unsterile bottles, seals of this type are 
expected to have important usefulness in other ways.

LUBRICANT 

A new lubricant is being manufactured for all types of 
internal combustion engines such as steam and gas engines, 
turbines, air compressors, truck engines, vacuum pumps, and 
so on. When added to any type of lubricating oil, it pro- 
duces a "super-lubricant," will not settle out or segregate, 
and cannot be extracted by any filter. 

Bearing the trade name Gibraltar Oil Concentrate, the 
new product is said to prevent formation of hard carbon on 
valves and rings when used in air compressors and internal 
combustion engines. It gives better spreading or wetting- 
action to the lubricant treated and actually penetrates the 
pores of the metal, according to its manufacturer. Cylinder 
walls become saturated with oil and, when the walls heat 
up. the oil exudes from the pores of the metal, giving in- 
stant lubrication.— Scientific American. 

PLASTIC CLOTH 

Firestone's latest modification of its Velon plastic is a 
film that can be made into hair-thin sheets as soft and 
flexible as fine cloths and as strong as metal. The devel- 
opment is also said to possess such desirable properties as 
elasticity, tastelessness. non-solubility in water, resistance 
to scuffing, snagging, and tearing, and imperviousness to 
oil. acid, and grease. It can be produced in brilliant colors 
suitable for draperies, upholsteries for dining room and out- 
door furniture, and it is predicted that even wall paper may 
be made of it. Other postwar products into which it may 



be made include raincoats so light and thin that they can 
be slipped into a handbag, and inexpensive awnings that 
neither fade nor wear out. The new material can be fur- 
nished in sheets as fine as one -thousandth of an inch or in 
heavy slabs.— Textile Bulletin. 

SOYA BEAN SHOE-SOLE 

Over 6,000,000 pairs of shoes have already been sold with 
a soy bean base synthetic called "Leathlyke." The material 
is claimed to be durable, flexible, and water- and crack- 
proof. It is stated that shoes may be repaired at home by 
covering the worn area with the material and applying a 
hot iron to vulcanize it to the rest of the shoe.

NEW ADHESIVE 

A new Firestone adhesive is described as the only ad- 
hesive that will bend all synthetic rubbers to all metals. 
Previously, many metals had to be brass-plated before being 
bonded to synthetic. The new cement not only eliminates 
this step but also adheres more uniformly than other meth- 
ods and is claimed to be unaffected by spots of water and 
rust film, both of which make many adhesives ineffective. 
The cement is said to be particularly valuable in bonding 
rubber to aluminum, which cannot be brass-plated success- 
fully. — Aviation News. 

PLASTIC COVERED WOOD 

"Realwood," a Formica development, is made up of sheets 
in which veneers of any desired wood are incorporated and 
protected by a film of transparent plastic. As a result, the 
Formica wood looks exactly like natural wood and possesses 
the plastic properties of stain and burn resistance. The new 
development is expecteed to be adaptable to high grade 
household furniture. — Furniture Manufacturer.
